The 
Auxiliary Force of 4,500 can com- 
pose 15 squadrons, as against only 
eight operational squadrons operated 
by the 16,100 Regular Force, because 
it is backed ‘by ground crew and ad- 
ministration staff of the Regular 
Force. : 

The Reserve Air Force of 10,000 is 
a body of men who have seen ser- 
vice in the RCAF. They go on the 
Reserve List with no commitment to 
become active in event of war. They 
will be paid during their two weeks 
period of refresher training each year. 

With ‘the demobilization of the 
ROAF' this December it is expected 
all members of the Women’s Division 
will be released, However the decision 
has not been finally made. 

So much for the basic facts. I 
asked Air Marshal Leckie how it 
was decided a Regular Force of 
16,100 could do the job. He replied 
frankly that it was a compromise 
between what he and his enthusiasts 
wanted and what the Government 
felt it could afford. 

I asked him if the force was chosen 
to be a defensive weapon or an at- 
tack force. He replied that it was to 
combine fighter and bomber and re- 
connaisgance and transport require- 
ments. That is, it would aim to be 
ready to operate in all types of air 
activity. 

“But it is clear,” he said, “that 
our combat force won’t be enough to 
do the job of defending Canada in 
event of attack or of carrying out 
any major attack Canada might be 
required to conduct.” 

“There are two ways of maintain- 
ing air strength”, he went on. “One 
is to have several hundred squadrons 
all equipped and ready to do business 


,| anywhere anytime. Another way is 


to have a small number of squadrons 
and an Air Force designed to lend it- 
self to speedy and efficient’ expansion. 
| . “The first way would be an intol- 
| erable financial burden. The second

‘Miscellaneous questions brought 
forth this information: 

Anyone how in the Interim Air 
Force who,fag a good medical re- 
port and a good record, and who is 
within the age group, may remain in 
the Regular Force when the Interim 
Force folds up in September, 1947. 

Officers tan be commissioned for 
the Regular Force in two ways: 

(1) Permanently, which is a con- 
tract the Government can cancel for 
reasons of health or bad record and 
which the individual may get can- 
celled for compassfonate reasons; 

(2) For five years, at the end of 
which time many will become eligible 
for a medium service commission to 
last another five years if his service 
is required. At the end of these ten 
years the men will either be taken on 
Permanent or released; Thus the 
period of uncertainty has a limit of 
ten years. Once a man is in that 
long he knows he will be kept on for 
life or that he must look elsewhere 
at once. 

Airmen engage for five years, at 
the end of which term they may get 
out if they desire. If they wish to re- 
engage they will be taken on for 
another five years, providing their 
record is satisfactory, and so on, 
continuing. 

The Air Force has no idea what 
requests the United Nations might 
make from Canada in the way of a 
standing Air Force, On the size of 
the request must depend the decision 
whether the present plan of a 16,100 
Regular Force will be adequate. 

To avoid the “gypsy” nature of 
service life the Regular Force hopes 
to-make all its postings for a mini- 
mum of two. years and a maximum 
of three. It is hoped all wives and 
families will be able to accompany 
all personne] posted within the 
country. 

Of the 16,100 required for Regular 
Force there are perhaps 8,000 now o 
the roll or definitely so earmarked. 
Getting the other 8,000 is not going 
to be easy for the standards are very 
high. : 

The 16,100 figure for Regular Force 
includes all personnel that will be 
attached to the Auxiliary Force.

tract already in operation “between: 
the Film Board and Films Mundiales 
provides for distribution of a film a 
month to nearly all Mexican cities, 
The films distributed are Spanish 
versions of some of the Film Board’s 
outstanding documentaries, such as 
“Suffer Little Children” and ‘Tor- 
onto Symphony”. 

In May of this year, an NFB dis- 
play will be shown at the Canadian 
Pavilion of the Mexican Book Fair. 
Made of plactic' and plywood, and de- 
signed along modern lines, this dis- 
play will make Mexicans familiar 
with the cultural activities of the 
Film Board and the CBC. It will 
also present many Canadian pubilca- 
tions. 

In these and many other ways, 
the National Film Board is helping 
to make Mexicans more aware of 
Canada—their northern neighbour.

POULTRY DISEASE 
BREAKS OUT HERE 


Department of agriculture warned 
Thursday that coccidosis has’ reap- 
peared in Alberta poultry flocks, 

The disease infects. chicks from 
twa to 14 weeks old. If the disease is 
found in chicks, the birds should be 
separated and all litter and dead 
birds burned. No definite cure has 
been found, although the drug sulfa- 
fuanadine may prove a remedy. It 
should be applied according to direc- 
tion on the package, 

The disease costs poultry raisers 
in the province thousands of dollars 
each year. It also is known to attack 
turkey flocks from six weeks old un- 
til they are half grown.
